\Voinuii Tims Afllictcil Mnilo IT«r 
La*!. Will and losbnncnt. 


David B-jxton furnishes lo the Quarterly 


Jtcdcic of Deaf -Vnlc Educad'on an account of 
.1 nouiblo tt-i'.l case more th;m a quai'tcr of 
a century ago, in which tho issue to be de- 
ckled \vas whether n. laiiy born dciif and 
dumb, who became blind at the ape of sixty, 
•mis capable, in tho seventieth year of her 
ago, of understanding hci- own affairs and 
competent to maku a will. Sho could not 
write her o\vn will because sho was "blind. 
She could not give oral directions as to her 
will, because slie was dumb, She Cduld not 
answer questions as to liar- wishes rcsjioct- 
ing her property because she was deaf. 
Keilhoi- oou!fi sho ro.ic tho draft of her will 
prepared for hcv by her attorney before 


;aing it. In this emergency Mr. Buxton 


was sent for. Ho assisted her in tho final 
execution of hor will, and gives tlio fo'.lovf- 


iiitorcstins account in which the diffl- 


cuii, task wiW accomplished. 


There were two copies oi' tl',0 will. One, 


which I will describe as No. 1, lay before 
JLiss Poolo and me; the other, No.'-', was In 
tho hands oi tho professional gentleman 
wlia had drawn it up. 


Now, most, persons know that nearly all 


letters of tho manual alphabet used In this 
country aro mado by using both hands. In 
ordinary spoiling we make the letters wi'.a 
one hand upon the other. In this case I mado 
them with one of my hands upon one of the 
lady's. C being formed with tho right hand 
only. I traced, whenever It occurred, with 
Lho point of my forefinger on Uio palm of 
hor hand, In this manner my communica- 
tions were made to her, sho vcplylnR in. tho 
ferdinarv way-spelling with both hands, but 
sometimes raa'ihifr signs, and occasionally 
accompanying tho words sl-.o spelled or tho 
signs she" used with intelligible efforts at 
nrticulauon. In this mf.nner 1 read over tho 
contents of will No. 1, clause by clause, and, 
in order to satisfy those whom 1 may call 
tho official spectators that its meaning was 
understood, and that it contained Hls3 
Poolo's own wishes, tho following plan was 
adopted: T, Hitting on her left sine, spelled 
over to her (without uttering a word) a. 
clause in Ihe will and stopped. She, turn- 
ing to tho lady ou her right, told her, In 
manual lanfT.iago, Of course, what I had just 
Raid. 
This lady (tlio daughter oC Miss PoolC's 


old schoolfellow) repealed aloud what had 
just been silently said to her, an J the com- 
pany usscr.ibloil saw that it was Identical 
with tho text of document No. 13, which tao 
solicitor at the other end of the room Had 


fore him. In this way we wont through 


the en tiro contents of the will. Sho paused 
at tho] technical words "devise" and "ex- 
ecutors," for instance, with ft determination 
to master thum, and asked mo to repeat 
them if sho did not really apprehend them. 
Then, when she had got the word correctly, 
sho spelled it over to herself, slowly and 
elaborately, after-wards reverting to nor 
own moro'familiar expression for conveying 
the same sense, ncdOio identity ol moaning- 
was to me a manifest proof that tho phrase- 
ology of the will was fully expressive of hoi- 
own wishes. In ono insianco she corrected 
rao by savin;,' that u certain bcauoac was 
'•one Hundred," not "one thousand pounds." I 
She named with groat precision all tao leg- 
atees and the amount of bequest to each, 
repeating soir.o of these particulars several 
times with iir.fuullcriiig accuracy (spelling 
the words letter by letter), in such a man- 
ner as wa.-i conclusive, not only of her com- 
petency to make a will, b'_t of the fact that 
ts meaning was understood'

"Worse- 
wood is a perennial plant, with [brnucuing 
round and furrowed stems, which rise two 
or three foot high. The lower portion o£ 
tbe stem lives several years. Tbo plant 
may bo found growing on tho roadsides, 
and is known to school-boys as "old man." 
It has u disagreeable odor. By distillation 
it yields a volatile oil. The dried herb Is 
much stronger. Among tho anolonta It was 
used for medical purposes. Several doctori 
used to prescribe it hero for complaints at- 
tended with debilitiitod conditions ol tho 
digestive organs. Since the introduction.'ot 
I'or-uvifUi bark itu use as a midlciac has 
been almost entirely discarded. A half- 
ounce taken by u r.ian in perfect health pro- 
duced iramsdiatc insensibility. Stimulants 
and demulcents arc usually proscribed for 
cwscs of this kind.
